NOTES CN ANNUAL PARISH MEETING HELD ON 2&TH MAY 1980 AT 6.30 P.M. 


Present: (Clerk - Lewis Foreman) Donald Yelford, Monty Spencer, Rodney Hayward, 
Douglas Ward, Alistair Mackenzie, Michaei O'Neill, Ken Garrett, Ray Garvey, Jill 
Cheeseman. 


Questions were asked by High and New Street residents about the present position 
concerning street lighting. 


hoger Rose spoke on behalf of a number of residents who were in favour of improved 
footpath lighting (F.S.) but did not consider a Trunk Road lighting scheme necessary 
(TRS;. He argued that the visual impact of steel columns marching along the main 

road would be disastrous and suggested that if there had to be a TRS it should be one 
utilising masked lanterns fixed to house walls or upon columns unobtrusively located 
alongside houses. Mr. Rose emphasised that residents were concerned not only with the 
look of the main road being spoilt by "Adderbury" style lighting columns but also high 
intensity lighting possibly remaining on throughout the night. Finally he said that 
there were residents prepared to assist with raising money if necessary to improve 

any proposed lighting scheee. 


In reply the Chairman said that much depended on what Oxfordshire C.C. recommended, 

and were prepared to pay for, and what Deddington wanted. The P.C. had agreed a 

F.S. which they would go ahead with if it was decided not to go ahead with the TRS. 
This would be paid for out of the rates. The P.C. had not made a decision but were 
looking et the various possibilities. 

Douglas Symes asked whether the P.C. would be forming a sub-committee to. whom residents 
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could make their views known? The Chairman said there was a body of opinion which 


thought the P.C. should do its best for the village. There were three Councillors 
Living in the main road who could be approached. He would be interested in keeping 
in touch with a body of residents but it would not necessarily change the mind of 
the Council. : 


Jobn. iesbex asked if the P.C. was the Lighting Authority? The Chairman replied that 
they were. John Burdon said that one of the points he had heard in favour of the 


TRS was that it was in the interests of road safety. He had no statistics but 
believed that the main danger was on the hills leading in and out of Deddington. 
Bright lights in a village which plunged drivers into darkness on these hills would 


be more dangerous. The Chairman said that this cculd be put to the Authorities. 
Mader Vernon Smith BUD EEn te d Mr. Rose on the F.S. He was absolutely against any TRS 
because if the roed was LT lit traffic would travel even faster at night. Any form

should be seriously examined as we were giving them more light to 
*, Marshall asked for the Chairman's assurance that the P.C. had not 
.ves to any lighting scherne whatsoever, which the Chairman gave. 


Canon Tom South proposed that a vote be taken by the people present as to the sort of 
scheme they favoured. The Chairman said it would not be out of order to take a vote 
but that the P.C. would not be bound by it, and in the event, no vote was taken. 


Commander Forsyth felt most strongly that the question of the lighting should be 
referred back to the residents and not decided solely by the P.C. People were 
anxious to maintain the aesthetic appeal of the village and there was a doubt in 
their minds that this would be done, hence their presence at the meeting. Mr. 
Mackenzie said he felt people need not worry that the P.C. would go ahead with a 
scheme without careful consideration. 


Some residents wondered whether the P.C. were being influenced in their choice of 
scheme by the fact that a TRS would be funded by 0.C.C. Douglas Ward replied that 
there appeared to be a misconception. The cost had never come into it. They had been 
zoing ahead with a FS and had not opted to have a TRS because it would be any cheaper. 


The 0.C.C. approached the P.%, and said the accident rate on.the road had reached 
a level whereby & TRS would pay for itself within three years. This had to be borne 
‘in mind. The other question which they had raised was that if they proposed a TRS 


which was consiaéred aesthetically attractive would P.C. be allowed to contribute 
towards it. The O0.C.C. had said yes. Mr. Ward also added that he did not think a 
contribution from the parish was necessary at the moment. 


The Chairman added that Agendas for P.C. meetings were published on the notice board 
of the Tow Hall and residents were welcome to attend. If a majority of Courcillors 
gave permission a person could address the P.C. In conclusion Mr. Marshall thanked 
Mrs. Robinson for all her hard work in researching all the alternatives available. 


John Webber, Chairman of Nempton Residents' Acsociation, presented a letter and 
ectition to the .P.C. in support of some sort of play space being provided in the 
village for the children. They had in mind a piece of land which wes previously used 
for that purpose and wanted the P.C. to look into the possibility of this being made 
available again. They were anxious that the matter should be looked into, and would 
be willing to discuss some cértribution to the annual rent. The Chairman agreed to 
have a. look at the proposal. 


Asked about the present position with the Windmill site, the Chairman said things 
were not going well The O.C.C. was determined to sell the front site for 
residential development and the Environmental Health Officer was concerned about 
noise. He has: said it is likely that someone will complcinabout noise and 

obtain a Closure Order. Use of the present buildings for amplified nmsic.woujd 
therefore result in trouble. The next move would seem to be a new hall further 
back on the site, or a new site. Mr. Bond pointed out that many other activities 


could be carried on in the present buildings without amplified music. 


The Chairman concluded that they were all very anxious that Deddington should have a 
Village Hall on that cite and that everyone looked forward to that day. The 
meeting haa been very stinulating and a meeting of this sort where a variety of 
topics was discussed encouraged them to believe they were doing something useful. 
THe P.C. would bear in mind the views expressed but someone was going to be 
disappointed. He hoped everyone would keep in touch and thanked them for coming 
and closed the meeting. =

priority. However, should this be changed in the future they would be in touch 

to discuss a traffic management scheme. 


Football Club: Monty Spencer raised a point of order regarding the rent to be paid 
by the Football Club for the Castle Grounds. If it had been agreed at a previous 
meeting to ask for £75 rent, was it possible for the decision to be changed the 

next month? Was there not a ‘time limit' for changing decisions previously passed? 
The. Chairman asked the Clerk to investigate this pefore the next meeting. 


Castle Grounds: Douglas Ward asked if any further progress had been made with the 
repairs to the Ocean Wave? Ken Garrett was waiting to see Mr. Berry about this and 
would contact him again. This item was to be placed on the next Agenda. 


Correspondence 


The S.E.B. has written to say it will be necessary to increase public lighting 
meintenarice charges by 17% as from lst October 1°6°0. In view of this, and the 
problems of lights still burning day and night particularly on The Daedings, the 


Clerk was asked to write and complain about the standard of service being received, 


D.C. had replied that they would be collecting the rubbish that had been dumped in 
Mill Lane. ‘They were unable to erect a night sign as the land was not theirs. 


- A letter and Petition had been received from Mrs. Craig of Hudson Street askeding 
for the provision of some simple seats at Castle Grounds. The Council agreed to 
investigate the possibility of providing some seats fror the timber available at the 
: Grounds which would involve minimal cost. Councillors were concerned about any more 
expensive seating being vandalised. /'r. O'Neill agreed to look into the matter 
and report back next month. 


Deddington Rifle Club had written to say that as from 7th May 1989 they had handed 
over their old club premises to the Deddington Scout Group. The Clerk was asked to 
write to the Scouts asking for confirmation that they were responsible as from 

that cate. 


The D.O.E. replied regarding the possibility of any development at Castle Grounds. 
They were opposed to any development within the outer walls of the Grounds. tn 
order that the matter could be discussed they were willing to attend a site meeting on 
the Sth July to discuss any proposals. Councillors asked that Mr. Bond be present 
at these discussioris.

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Matters arising from Annual Parish Meeting 

Monty Spencer complimented the Chairman on the way in which the meeting was 
conducted, It was decided to let the dust settle with regard to the proposed 
lighting scheme for High Street and New Street. 


The request by the Hempton Residents' Association for some playing space to be 
provided was to be put on the next Agenda. As many of the Councillors cid not know 
the location of the site proposed, the Chairman agreed to appraoch “rs. Parker of 
College Farm to see if there was any possibility of visiting the site. 


Complaints from residents in Market Place: Rodney Hayward had received complaints 
about boys playing football in the Market Place in the evenings. People were 
concerned about camage to their own property and the Town Hall. it was agreed that 
the local policeman be asked to have a word with those concerned. It was also 

said that uncvil these youngsters had something to do in the evenings this problem 
was bound to continue. 


Windmill Site: A letter was read from 0.C.C,. stating that no further maintenance 

was to be carried out to the playing fields. .If these services were still 

required the P.C. should contact the Playing Fields Officer. Councillors then 
discussed with Mr. Bond progress on the conditions attached to the Planning 
Permissions. In order to raise the maximum amount of money the O.C.C. were anxious 
to sell the land fronting the site for residential development. The P.C.C were 
concerneci that this would lead to restricted use of the buildings in respect of 
amplified music. Mr. Bond was instructed to examine the implications of implementing 
he Outline Planning Application which was granted for the proposed new hall. 


Dourlas Ward asked if the P.C. could fo ehead and lease just the fields in order 
that they could be maintained and not be allowed to turn into a wilderness. The 
Chairman thought that 0.C.C. were only interested in the whole package as tent- 
atively agreed with the P.C. However it was decided to go ahead and ask the 
Solicitors to write to 0.C.C. asking if a lease of the playing fields and suitable 
access coula be arranged. The Clerk was also to obtain a quote from the Playing 
Fields Officer for cutting the grass. 


Planning Applications: Proposed Change of Use of the Old Mortuary, Goose Green. 
The Clerk read a letter from John Webb of Goose Greer voicing strong opposition 
from several residertts in the area of Goose Green to the above premises being used 
for any industrial development. They considered the best use would be garaging. 
The building is at present used as a double garage and domestic storage. 


Councillors questioned whether C.2.C. actually held the title on the premises. 

The Clerk was asked to write to C.D.C. and ask them to prove their title. In the 
meantime the residents were to be asked what they could pay in order to possibly 

asc the building for varaging. This would go some way to removing parked cars from 
the area, a problem which would only be aqded tc if the premises were used for 
industrial purposes.

Some maintain that military strength 
is the answer, whilst others consider that in such things as the Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks, the frustrating Mutually Balanced Force Reductions 
talks, nuclear disarmament and nuclear free zones Une remedy might rest.

A steward is soweone who looks after something or somebody - as a rule, 
on behalf of someone else. He may be a club steward, or she may be an 
aircraft stewardess. 


June is Stewardship Month in this parish. We hove our annual Stewardship 
Campaign Supper, to remind ourselves that we are all stewards.

NATURE NOTES 


A welcome visitor to our garden this year (and one we did not have last 
year) is the spotted flycatcher, This small grey-brown bird is one of 
the last Summer visiting birds to arrive. It makes up for its dull 
plumage by the acrobatic way it catches its food. It will perch ona 
post or branch of a tree (or in our case the end of the garden seat) 
near a sheltered hedgey spot where insects congregate. Then it will 
dart out, hover, and catch a flying insect and rapidly return to the 
same purch. It nests in creepers against walls or on the recesses or 
ledges of stone walls. 


I was watching black ants in the garden recently feeding on aphids. 
The aphids were in clusters on a fever-few plent, and the ants were 
coming aud going up and down the stalk to suck the honey dew from the 


aphids bodies, Aphids are defenceless against predators. Besides ants, 
lady-birds and their larvac, and lacewing larvae and some birds will 
feed on them. Which is just as well because I have read somewhere that 


in one year, one aphid's descendants would, if they all survived, equal 
the weight of 600 million men. 


So many of our wild flowers have legends and superstitions attached to 
them, besides often being used medicinally over the centuries, One such 
plant in flower now is the creeping cinquefoil. This little yellow 

flower with leaves rather like wild strawberry, can be seen on the road 
verges or anywhere on disturbed stoney ground. fu the hiddle Ages it was 
hung over the doors of houses to keep witches away and is sometimes seen 
carved in wood in churches, possibly for the same reason. It has been 
used medicinally since the times of the ancient Greeks.
